Though Nicodemus and the wo- 
man with him, Louise Trail, had 
signed confessions of guilt after 
they were indicted they were al- 
lowed, following his statements to 
the F BI, to withdraw their guilty 
pleas and were “sentenced” only 
to pay court costs of about $120. 

Nicodemus got out of the Par- 
ty, he testified F riday, in January, 
1946, after opposing the Commu- 
nist policy of fighting to retain 
wartime gains made in employ- 
ment of Negro workers in the huge 
Cumberland plant of the Celanese 
Corp. of America. He was a sub- 
chairman in his department of 
the ClO Textile Workers Union. 

Under cross-examination by de- 
fense _attorney Harry -Saciher, 
Nicodemus admitted he had never 
said anything to any government 
agency about the Communist 
Party untit after he was nabbed 
in Pittsburgh with Mrs. Trail, a 
divorcee. Nicodemus is married to 
‘someone else. 

Revelation of Nicodemus” arrest 
came early in the cross-examina- 
tion when attorney Sacher asked 
him whether he had ever had any 
conversations with the FBI regard- 
ing the hare-brained testimony he 
gave about the Corhmunist Party 
at the trial.

A circuit judge issued a writ 
authorizing the freight cars carry- 
ing the dies to be taken from the 
plant.

The company announced later 
it had abandoned plans to remove 
the dies, but said it would seek a

Union leaders said that if the 
dies were removed from the plant, 
Ford and GM would manufacture 
their own parts, normally pro- 
duced at Bendix. Union spokes- 
men predicted that the “dies 
would never be returned.” 

The strike .was called after 47

protesting speedup. 

At Willow Run last Thursday, 
the workers on the body line at 
the Kaiser-Frazer plant stopped 
in protest against speedup and

Dugout Chat With Southworth 


TO THE OBSERVER, the Boston Braves shmoozing around 
in the dugout or giving it the old half-hour go infield practice, 
look no different than the Boston Braves who rode high, wide.and 
handsome to the National League flag last season and then gamely 
fought. the heavfer gunned Cleveland Indians to a sixth-game in 
the Autumnal classic. Reports, true or otherwise, of the hot dis- 
sension between Southworth and his players was certainly offered 
no visual confirmation one way or the other in the few minutes a 
scribe spent down on the Boston~bench before yesterday's finale 
with the Giants. 

“A much stronger clab this year,” Southworth was saying. 
“The Phils have gotta be watched. Rookie Willie Jones looked 
great against us at third base. Granny Hammer is playing a whale- 
of a game at shortstop. (Ed. Note: Eddie Miller has been pushed 
over to second base this season.) That big boy Nicholson looks 
to me like he might really snap out of it and get hot for about 
100 r.b.i.’s. Del Ennis is no longer a kid working under the pressure 
of daily headlines which tell him what a great outfielder he’s 
going to be. Ennis has arrived. He’s a seasoned young ballplayer 
now. peo 
All of this was particularly sweet music to this corner which 
picked Philadelphia for fourth plage. A little less balming, but 
to be expected, was Southworthss estimate of his own club. The 
writer figured Boston for third behind Brooklyn and St. Louis. 
The way Southworth tells it, there’s no reason in the world why 
his team shouldn’t repeat for the pennant. 


THE BIG KEY in Southworth’s plans is obviously the man 
Reiser, a fragile piece of property who, if he manages an astounding 
comeback on a crippled frame, could make all the difference in 
the world. 

“Pete is throwing as well as ever,” the Braye pilot insisted. - 
“And his arm was the only doubt we ever had about him. But) 
Pete: has eased himself into shape carefully, he’s happy to be with 


us, and I tell you quite honestly that I'm not at all worried about 


him making it.” 

“Torgeson,” Southworth said of his big, bespectacled, power 
first-sacker, “is just picking up where he left off last year. Hitting 
very well.” One got the impression that Southworth intends to 
go all the way with the young man and that even if Ray Sanders 
were well, hed have a hard time convincing Billy that. he should 
be sharing the joh at first with the six-footer from Massachussetts 
whose .253 average is so deceptive as to not tell you’ it included 
81 runs knocked in. 

“Jim Russell has got centerfield nailed down. He’s about 15 


pounds heavier this year and feeling completely recovered.” You 


remember Russell as the hardluck fellow whose baseball life has 
been dotted with bad breaks. He played with the Pirates when 
that club was going nowhere, and when he was sent over to 
Boston, he came down with a heart condition last year. that kept 
him sidelined for the last half of the season. Six months of super- 


_vised rest has returned Russell to normal and Southworth expects 


him to be a big wheel in his outfield. 


“Jeff Heath, who broke his leg just before the Series, seems 
to be okay. Jeff's probably a little cautious yet, though. I notice 
that when he runs out to take his position, he doesn’t limp at all. 
But when he moves under a fly ball he favors his leg a bit. He 
should get over that with a little more action.” 


About little pepperpot Ed Stanky who busted his ankle in. 
mid-season while rolling along at-better than .300, Southworth had 


no worries. “Eddie’s ankle is okay.’ He’s running faster than ever.” 


THERE WERE GUYS Southworth didn’t mention. Didn’t 
have to. What does he possibly have to add about that ballplayer’s 


| player in right field, Brooklyn-born Tommy Holmes, whose .325 


represented the fattest batting mark on the club last year. A 
fellow who does everything right and boasts the same fantastic 
following in Boston that was Dixie Walker’s trademark in Flatbush, 


Al Dark? The shortstop who in his freshman season made 
the Brave pennant possible with his versatile heroics. Southworth 
plainly expects just such another .322 year from the Oklahoma kid. 


No need to talk up Bob Elliott, veteran third-sacker.’ His 
sure steady work at the hot corner, the clutch-punch in his bat, 
(100 r.b.i.’s) all emphasizes Southworth’s ‘confidence at that end 
of his infield. 

Sain? Spahn? Voiselle, Potter, Bickford, Barrett? It’s a good solid 
pitching staff. Given a few personal morale-building wins by bonus 
rookie Johnny Antonelli, let Bob Hogue come through to at least the 
same degrée he did last year in the spots—and Boston’s mound corps 
is something to be envied. The only thing that can upset the pitching 
cart, of course, is for Sain to dig himself deeper into an early season 
slump.
